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Sciaitists from all over the vorld t^T-O believe in 
extra-terrestrial D-ife - but vho because of public trust 
in their vrark v;ere so far unable to express their views, 
can now join a body where, in a united effort, by means 
of purely scientific methods, the certainties of life on 
other pleinets and their possible communication, with us, 
can be examined. 

The words CONTACT and COM'IUNICATION are very much in 
the air. We in Contact not only endeavour to make contact 
with other planets doing much research in this field but 
also with our higher selves, (the integrated, observing, 
essential part of our personalities), and all those vho 
share our interests.

THE BIRTH OF CETI

A probe by leading scientists to determine vihether there 
civilisations beyond this vorld is to start on a big inter¬ 
national scale. 

It w ill be the first investigation of its kind, and vdll 
be carried out by the renowned International Academy of 
Astronautics I v\hich was meeting at the Space Congress in 
Belgrade, 

If sciaitists do locate an "intelligence" in space serious 
attempts are to be made to communicate with "them," 

The search is to be called CETI - Communications with Extra 
Terrestrial Intelligence, 

CETI was chosen because it is also a star that, scientists 
believe, may have life-bearing planets circling it. 

Chairman of the Acadeiry’ s organising committee is Prof. 
Rudolf Pesekjvho heads the astronautics commission at the 
Czech Academy of Scibnces, His group are about to urge 
sciaitists all over the world to answer these preliminary 
problems 

(1) The development of civilisations and the possibility that 
other intelligences have already discovered the H-Bomb or 
other weapons and annihilate themselves, 

(2) Solving possible messages from outer space. "With the 
help of the science of mathematical linqvdstics we shall 
solve a message if we receive it," said the professor, A 
simple example mi^t be receiving a n\miber of signals 'vdiich 
could all be divided by three, like 9, 21, 36, 

(3) The impact on mankind if another intelligence were found. 

Said the professor, vdio believes there is intelligent life in 
space; "I think this will be a revolution, because this new 
civilisation will probably be on a higher plane than we are." 
(U) Biological questions; If there are other beings in space, 
how do they live? Do they breathe air? And vhat do they look 
like? "If there is life on Mars of any kind then there will 
be a very high probability there will be intelligent life 
somev\here else. For we will know for the first time that 
life is not confined to the earth," he said. (Credit;London 
Evening News.)

CONTACT PEOPLE

Some seek, through taking drugs, to find the "mthin of 
things" described by Pierre Teilhard de Chardin. But 
their method is a back-door one, doomed to a brief period 
only. Others like the Beatles, are seeking an identical 
expansion of consciousness through the use of a V/esternised 
technique of Eastern meditation. But by far the larger 
group, less coherent, less publicised, are those I call the 
Contact People. 

Before we go on to consideration of this larger group, 
let us consider vhat the word Contact means. It has 
roiaifications as complex and far reaching as any large 
scientific discovery of atomic or planetary significance. 

We are familiar in daily living with telephone, radio, 
television and satellite communication or contact. They 
v>?ork on the technical mechanical level. On the psycholog¬ 
ical level we find the relationships between individuals 
in the famiily, among friends, and i^rk people. Beyond 
this level again are the contacts made between nations 
and thence again, to planetary contact. At every living 
moment of the day we make contacts through a complex web 
of energies operating on different levels. The truth of 
the poet John Donnjs words "No man is an island, entire 
of itself; every man is a piece of the continent, a 
part of the main.'i is more dynamically, obviously 
accurate today than it afpcared when first the words were 
written. 

Taking the concept of "contact" a note higher in 
the octave ofhuman living, we come to the specialised 
contact of mind to mind. This may be in the form of 
telepathy, or a form of empathy between tvro persons 
closely linked. Or its effects nay be seen when two 
inventors proclaim the same discovery half a w»rld 
apart. Something mysterious has happened in the invis¬ 
ible pool of etheric thou^t waves and on identical 
"new" discovery has be made. 
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As scientists begin to recognise, the brain itself is a 
delicate mechanical instrijment, more complex than the most 
up-to-date computer. There are areas in the brain cell-and- 
nerve structure that are virtually donnant; their function 
unknown. It is not too fantastic to see the brain as a glori¬ 
fied sensitive radionic instrument par. excellence, capable of 
both receiving and broadcasting thoughts and pictures. 

When the pineal gland is sufficiently activated, the 
head can be seen to be ringed in light and coloxir. It is 
visible to the clairvoyant or to one using the Kilner Screen. 
The haloes depicted in the paintings of Saints were not a 
piece of vdiimsy on the part of the painter. He painted v\4iat 
he saw, the aiiric emanations from persons with highly 
developed sensitivity in a certain portion of the brain. 

Through the brain, energies are generated, transformed 
or developed. V\lhen the organs are alerted or av^akened wo ■. 
begin to find the "within" of ourselves and the "within" of 
other things. We sense that this is a door throiigh vhich 
delicate perceptive antennae may be projected into a new 
state of consciousness; the expanded consciousness necessary 
to meet the demands of the new age. 

Through this particular kind of energised sensitivity 
operating through the mechanism of the brain, higher contact 
with intelligences from other planets, from other levels of 
life may be made. This is the sensitivity v\hich makes such 
contact not only prssible but fact. 

By raising the vibratory level of thought new and en¬ 
larged vistas open. 

The word "contact" then presents itself with as many 
facets as a cut diamond. The individual may, at will, use 
a1~l or any one of the facets presented to him. Through his 
own unique ability he ms-j choose one or all; a few or many. 
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His work may take shape and form on any one, or on several levels. 
So long as he has the ability to picture, in clear and accurate 
focus, the avenues are open to him. 

The Contact people - i.e. those who discover for themselves, 
and use, this facility of expanded consciousness, are those vAio 
will bring forth into the fabric of world consciousness, vastly 
changed concepts of what life is, wtiat it all means. 

We stand on the threshold of exciting possibilities; tremen¬ 
dous demands are being made on each and every one. And in exact 
ratio- to the individual response will come the new dispensation; 
the ability to make speedy accurate contact v.’ith those near and 
dear to us; to those with iidaom v;e work; between nation and nation, 
planet and planet. For this is the age of Communication of Contact 
and the importance of the "Contact People" in every income bracket, 
in every group, is great.

It 'would surely be very egocenbrlr, for man to proclaia 
that throughout the infinite \iniverse, our piaiiSit is the only 
one supporting intelligent life, or that because we cannot 
yet traverse space no-one else in another planetary system, 
can either, or that no other civilisation could be any 
older or technologically further advanced than we are at 
present. Until recent years, however, man has proudly held 
these views, but then nan IS a very egocentric individual. 

'Phis has been demonstrated by the opposition to the works of 
Copernicus and Galileo in the Sixteenth atid Seventeenth 
centuries, to mention but tvjo. 

Astronomers have discovered many rod stars which are 
much older than our own yellov; sun, and it is a logical . 
assumption that any encircling planets of these red stars, 
or suns, would be much older as well, I't is quite possible 
of course, that a planet younger than iSarth could support 
much more intelligent, and spiritually advanced life than our 
planet does; Intelligence is not necessarily proportional 
to age. 

If, for example, a planet developed vdth very few, if 
perhaps no wars at all, it is quite possible that 'the inhab¬ 
itants could have evolved in complete harmony vdth their 
environment and each other, and have developed much simpler 
ways of crossing space. 

Rather than using brute force of rocket motors, naturally 
occurring forces might be utilised to simply float immense 
craft across inter-stellar distances at many times the speed 
of light. Many phychical phenomena, such as levitation, 
materia.Lisation and apports are, after all , not products of 
the iipagination, but are defirdte scientific facts; they 
are just a sma 11 part of a natural science we do not yet 
understand. 

Plain ignorance 
and an almost inherent fear of i-i/hat we broadly term "the super- 
nat'ural." 

It may be argued that vnrs hasten the appearance of inven¬ 
tions and general scientific advancement, but it is only too 
true that a nation constantly beset with vjar and poverty does 
not have a chance to direct thought along other lines than 
methods of dealing death and destruction. We become narrow - 
minded and thou^ts of hanxiny disappear completely. Iven 
after the I'jar is over, we are occupied vdth creating bigger 
and better v/eapons in anticipation of the next,

of man," but call it xvhat you like, it is up to us to correct 
that fault, and to invite and accept any available help;

■with a deceased relative. ’Too many, alas, arc content to 
terminate their progress and their curiosity on this bottom 
rung of the ladder of spiritual learning. 

He - our space brother - must long to urge them on to 
furth«-r endeavours.

We are all very much indebted to John CuHum, of 'the 
Cambridgeshire "Contact" group, vdio obtained ^ official 
d o pi fran the American Air Force base, Ruislip, that some 
of the recent sittings of "flying crosses" were attributed 
to the refuelling of airplanes. John Cullum received the 
official denial fran Major Westgrove, vho passed this on to 
the Sunday iiXpress. 

The Sunday Express of October 29th, after making their 
own inquiries, published the following article on its 
page under the headline "Those Things In The Sky Were Not 
Planes Refuelling - Official." 

To quote frem this leading article, "The Ministry of 
Defence admitted yesterday, that the emphatic and offici^ 
explanation given on Friday - that objects seen in the sky 
were United States Air Force planes refuelling in mid-air - 
no longer stands up. ’There were no refuelling operations 
at the time of the sightings. And all the sightings ol 
"Fiery Crosses" in the sky (most by patrolling policemen; 
were betv/een midnight and dawn. 

"Confronted with that evidence, the Ministry of Defence 
said: ’The refuelling theory obviously can’t account for the 

early morning sightings now. It looks as if th^e is still 
no rational explanation for the objects the policemen report 

having seen'

red flashing lights for the use of navigation. (Only Wiite 
lights mentioned in reported crosses). The most important 
part of the statement was that "NO RETUELLING EKiilCISES 
TOOK PLACi IN THE WEST COUNTRY AM DAY EXCEPT ON THURSDAY 
THE 26 th OCTOBER." 

This cannot explain the sightings made in the West 
Country on Tuesday by the tv;o police constables in Devon, 
or on Wednesday in the same locality by the same two persons 
or, for that fact, any sightings made on any day except 
Thursday. 

The weather forecast for Tuesday the 26th October: Very 
cloudy. The same applied also to Thursday. 

Another factor is that the two Constables alighted from 
their Z-Car to get a better viev; of the object they were 
chasing. While they were outside the car they saw that the 
object 'Was still moving at a very fair rate of speed. 

They definitely state that the object was seen outside the 
car to be only tree-top height. THIS liUST RULE OUT BOTH 
REFUELLING AIRCRAFT AND.. .VI2JUS. 

There is one thing that people seem to have over¬ 
looked v/hen considering the Devon police sittings. 

The UFO was seen by the two police constables on Tuesday 
morning, again on Wednesday morning, and again on Thursday 
morning. On Thursday ni^t, when the USAF refuelling 
aircraft were in the Western skies the object was NOT 
seen by the two officers . 
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QUESTIONS IN HOUSES OF P.iRLIAI-SLNT 


Mr Rees, Under-Secretary for Defence (RAF), was asked 
about planes to deal with a recurrence of oh unidentified^ 
flying object over the Okehampton area of Devon. He replied 
that a number were reported as having been seen over North 
Devon, 


Some proved to be aircraft and oth^^rs were lights. Most 
of the lights vjore the planet V^nus. "The source of a fev; 
ligjits has not be^n positively identified, but I can say 
that none was an ali’-n object." There vjerc standing instruc¬ 
tions for Air Force stations to report unusual objects in 
the sky. He did not consider additional action necessary. 

Mr P. Mills (C .Torrington) pointed out that ''respon¬ 
sible statements" had been made by two police officers and 
by engineers that low-flying objects were moving for over 
an ho\;ir in one area. 

I4r Rees said investigations in recent years gave no 
reason to believe that there are "lanidentificd flying 
objects in the sense in which it has been implied," 

The'Daily Telegraph'Science correspondent commented 
on the Minister’s statement as unlikely to satisfy the many 
people who have seen these strange phenomena ''Unidentified 
but undeniable is still the only correct attitude, he 
said. 

An investigation into phenomena in America is being 
carried out at the University of Denver, with a £107,000 
allocation from the USAF. 

It 3.S time the RAF set up a similar investigating com¬ 
mission of British scientists, the correspondent added.

UFOs AI^ID RUSSIA 


By Ken Rogers 

UFOs arc to be investigated by the USSR. A commis¬ 
sion, consisting of a panel of 18 scientists has been set 
up. Headed by retired Air Force General Anatoli Stolyarov, 
the commission's headquarters are in the Aviation and 
Cosmonautics Museum, Moscow. 

This is an unprecedented reversal of Soviet policy. 

In 1961 after sightings were reported over the USSR, Pravda 
published denials that UFOs had been seen. Statements of 
their non-exlatCDce were supported by a Soviet Academidan, 
who said that the objects sighted were results of self- 
deception and international falsification of facts. 

But, in April this yi^ar, Feodorc Zigcl announced that 
Soviet radar had been detecting UFOs for 20 years or so. 
"There is no satisfactory explanation," said Zigel. 
"Nonsense or invention vjere the exp)lanations for many 
sightings, but not all," Zigel also said that the spaco- 
ship theory v;as supported by the speed of the objects 
sighted and also by the fact that none had landed. 

In addition, officials in Moscow have now confirmed 
that UFOs have been seen bjr many Societ people. Moscow 
telviVision announced that the Soviet Air F'orce is 
currently reviewing the cases, and although only a few 
are under inv-^stigation at present, "thousands will be 
reviev/ed in the future." 

The head of the new commission is to have a large 
full-time staff, and expects that many more UFO sight¬ 
ings, within the Soviet Union, will be reported - if only 
because of their existence. 
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Soon after the nev/s of the forming of tho coinnission, 
it was announced that toiirists at tho Black Sea resort of 
Sochi vd.tnossed a sicklc-shapod object in the sky on the 
night of Octobvjr 3rd, 196?• The "flying sickle" was said 
to have been followed by "an unearthly w^avc of light." 

At tho same moment a scicxitific observatory in tho Caucasian 
Mountains west of Sochi also reported "a strange and dazzling 
light," Five oth-^r v;ell authenticated sightings have also 
boon reported in recent months. 

General Stolyaravi commenting on the Caucasian observatory 
sightings said that they coincided with reports from England, 
France, and other countries, "/jo can find no explanation for 
this latest object."

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REPORT ON THE OCTOBER ‘FLAP* 


England has just oocpuriencod what may turn out to be 
one of the biggest "Saucer Flaps" in the history of UFO 
research. During October reports have cauv. in from aTT 
ov^r the country of "Flying Crosses" "Cigars" "Saucers" 
and a variety of coloured lights etc. And it will take 
many weeks to investigate and eocm-nine all tho evidence that 
has been received by oirr research office. To give a detailed 
account of every sighting would fill several issues of 
"Awareness" but v;e v-jill try to present an account of the 
number of sightings .and the series of events that took place. 

The first indication that something unusual was happen¬ 
ing came from Okeh'jmpton on the 11th October, Police and 
farmivoikers roported seeing an object hovv^ring within tho 
Earth's atmosphere over Okehampton. The object was visible 
on any clear day, always in the saiae position and was 
described as being a largo silver disc, brighter on one 
side than on the other and the underside regiilarly changed 
colour from a shiny ru^tal to a glaring red. The R.i^.F, 
were called in and on the 19th October they sent up a plane 
and the navigator took sextant readings. Their verdict^ - ' 
It was a plane -and the naviga-tor took sextant readings. 

Their verdict? It was the Planet Venus. How^ever, the 
Torbay Astronomical Society failed to identify it and a .. 
meteorological officer and many others v,fere baffled as the 
as the object did not orbit but remained stationary between 
9.30 -am and 4.30 pm. and v.'as not visible after dark. Strange 
behaviour if this vjas the planet Venusl 

Meanvhile reports were coming in from Preston, Shepherds 
Bush, and Middlesex. On October 14th the first "Flying Cross 
•was seen by I'irs Dorothy aright of Northampton. She vms look¬ 
ing froru her b.ack door when she saw what first appeared to be 
a star coming towards-'her. Said Mrs Wright "It was gold in 
colour and was just like a church cross. I have never seen 
anjlhing so beautiful in my life," She coiild see a shadow 
around the cross like the shadov; of a human being. 
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On the 22nd. came a report frcm Leyton of a strange object 
seen by a group of boys playing football. The object whicli was 
hcvering at tree top level was the size of a small lorry. It 
v/as round, had vrindovjs, a small turquoise panel in its side and 
telescopic legs and was aluminium in c-olour. The object shot 
off at a terrific speed. An unusual story borne out by witnesses--' 

On the 23rd.October at 3.25 am. Mr.C. Asquith saw a 
brilliant white light the size of a football hovering near his 
home in Knottingly, Yorks. At 3.5^ am, a few miles away in 
Cutshike the sane object was seen by Mr. Copley. At 5*30 pm, 
at Odley, Leicester, Mrs. Davis and her daughter saw an 
opaque silver object moving at great speed. At 7 pn. a ball 
of li^t like a magnesium flame hovered 150 ft. above a field 
in Devon and then shot away at an estimated speed of 2,000 
mph. The object was seen by Joe Hobbs of Pomeroy near 
Tiverton as he was carrying out night survey work for the 
Army. The same evening another object was seen by Mrs. Tolley 
aZ.ong the Bicester to Oxford Road. 

The first sighting of the 2Ath. cartte at 2.am. from Mrs, 
Harridence at Oxford. Then at A.10 am. the Flying Cross was 
seen by P.C.’s Roger Willey and Clifford Waycott who were 
driving their patrol car sdong the A.3072 between Holsworthy 
and Okeharapton. P.C. Waycott first noticed a bright i>hite light 
ahead of them. "It v;as star spangled just like looking through 
Viet glass. Before I spoke P.C. Willey said that the li^t was 
very bri^t and put his foot dowi. We reached 90 m.p.h. but the 
li^t accelerated axvay fran us. Then it seaned to drop. We 
gave chase again then it soared higher into the sly." The 
patrol car crew saw a second li^t join the first. The light 
was also seen by officers at Okehampton and by Christopher 
Garner of Marshwood Farm v\ho was awakened by the police officers 
vdiilst sleeping in the seat of a Land Rover. Later that day at 
3 pm. a rectors wife, Mrs. Dommett, and three i^ther witnesses 
saw what thy th ought to be the same object heading out to sea 
over the Norfolk coast. Objects were also seen that afternoon 
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over Rushton and Doddington. School children at Alford 
reported seeing a round silver object in the sky. There 
were four spikes protruding frcm it and it emitted small 
puffs of smoke. At 8.45 pm. another star-like object 
was seen by C. Robinson and R. Carben of Malvern. Later 
that evening Wing Commander Cox saw a series of bright 
lights in the sky at Godshill near Fordingbridge in Hamp¬ 
shire ivhich finished up in a cross formation. He said; 
"There were seven lights at first and thoi three went out 
leaving the ronaining four in the form of a cross." The 
objects vjcre in view for about ten minutes before dis¬ 
appearing behind a ridge. 

The next morning, 25th October, U.F.O’s were seen by 
a total of eleven policemen. The flying cross was seen 
by a police motorcyclist at Halland at 4.45 am. A few 
moments later a report came fibm P.C’s in a patrol car 
travelling along a country road nearby. At the same time 
came a report frcm another patrol car twenty miles away 
at Bolney. At 7.50 am. two ver^^ dark coloured objects 
were seen frcm a Z-car just leaving the Chipping Norton 
road. Reports also came frcm patrol cars at Newhaven and 
Haywards. At 6.40 am. Mr. Peter Baker frcm Hastings saw 
a stationary star like object shaped like a cross, and at 
7ara, Mr, Fred Davis, security guard on a small arms 
ammunition depot at Enfield Middlesex, saw a dazzling 
object moving at speed across the sky. Mr, Davis is a 
former R.S.H. and apparently not^ven to flints of fancy 
or imagination'. At 9.30 that evening a bright stationary 
object was observed by pupils of Wellingborough School, a. 
and seven boys frcan Wells Cathedral School watched several 
lights in the sky which flew in a V formation. An object 
was also seen by Mr. 'Warden and P.C .Richards over Bedford. 
The police Chief Superintendant issued a statement saying 
that the object was an aircraft. Then the R.A.F. issued 
a statement saying that there were no aircraft in the area. 
The flying cross was again seen by a police patrol car at 
Okehampton and also at Bozeat and by PIr. Stanley Mills at 
Belfast. 
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At last saneone decided to do something about the 
situation and Tory M.P, Ilr. Peter Mills tabled a question 
in the House of Comons. He demanded a fudl st*!.temeat from 
I''Ir. Denis Healey the ilinister of Defence as to his plans to 
deal with a possible recxirrence of this flying object. "I 
think the Minister ought to clear up this business as to 
whether or not vfe are looking at our ovfli equipment or 
machines fron another country or indeed another planet." 

Meanvjhile the sightings continued. On 26th October at 
2.5am. a bright light sv/ooped out of the sky in front of a 
police patrol car near Okehampton, Devon. In the car were 
P.G's Drouge and Willey (who witnessed a sitting on the 24th) . 
The light, which was moving at a tremendous speed dived 
behind seme high ground then climbed steeply before it dis¬ 
appeared. Reporter Ted Hynds vho was also in the car said: 

"It was just like a classic flying saucer shape". At 6.20am. 
an object was seen at Trowbridge /Jiibshire at at 7.15 am. at 
Enf ield; Middlesex. 

Mrs. Hyett and her dai:ghter watched tvro bright objects 
over Gloucester at dawn. She said "They looked like the 
stars portrayed in Nativity seerjes". At 7.30 am. several 
people reported seeing the Flying Cross over Daventry. At 
11 am. Mr. Peter EutterfieH reported seeing a star-like 
object circle the moon from Whetstone. Caroline Fisher ard 
her mother saw four bright orange objects flying in form¬ 
ation near Guildford. 

At Wellenborough, Mr. Spademan saw and photographed a 
bright object. Other reports came from Skipton, Tilehui’st, 
Middleton Cheney, Torrington, Erixton, Tamton, Minehead, 

Yeovil, Hayling Island, Finedon in Northamptonshire, Hastings, 
Swanley, Sv/ansea, Brixham, St. Neots, and Colchester. Mr. 

Leslie Pearce, a bus driver stopped his vehicle to watch a 
bright green cigar shaped object hover over Brighton. The 
same day a spokesman from the Royal Observatory said "There 
is obviously seme good evidence now that there is something 
flying around up there". This was the understatement of the year. 
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The next day, 27th October, reports vrere still coming in. 

At 4 am. at Eacup, P.C. luarnshaw noticed severe interference 
on tit; station^ short wave radio. He looked outside and saw a 
huge cigar shaped object hovering 250 ft, above the station. 

The ship was of a light metalic colour and a low whirring noise 
could be heard coming fron it. The sighting was ivitnessed by 
two •ther officers. At 4.15 am. a bright cross shaped object 
was sifted by P.C s Grayson and Thornton at Stalybridge. The 
same object vjas seen 15 minutes later by P .C .Jones ut Mottram-in- 
Longdendale and by P.C. Kiiicenny at Stalybridge. T’wo vhi.te 
objects were seen at Rotherhithe at 5 pm. by I4rs. West. A number 
of people in the Glossop area reported seeing a brigjit cross 
moving over the town. At Colchester a bus conductor spotted a 
saucer slTaped object vdth stars of light coming fron it which he 
saw follov/ing an aeroplane. Schoolboy Timothy Robinson saw two 
R.A.F Lightening jets chasing a mushroom shaped object at 
vVinchester. P.C. Vfliitehead and six friends saw a bright orange 
liglit hovering 150 ft. over Chelsea. Other reports came from 
Aylesbury, Bradford, Didsbury, Eastwood and Kelvorth. 

By this tLac the official explanation that these objects 
were in fact the planet Venus was wearing a bit thin. The 
Ministry of Defence announced that the sightings v/ere the result 
of aircraft refuelling excercises being carried out by the 
American Air Force from South ituislip. This explaiiation though 
quite acceptable to most people did not seem quite so rational to 
others, One of those people was our Cambridge Organiser John 
Cullum who contacted Major Vifestbrook, Commander of Ruislip camp. 
I'iajor Westbrook denied statements that were attributed to him and 
explained that th'.re were refuelling excersises on the 26th betv;een 
5.30 pn. and 9.30 pm. v^hich could hardl.y explain the numerous 
sightings that occured throughout the month. 

And still the sightings came in. At 3.20 im. on the 28th Oct, 
at Sandown an object was seen by Mr. Feaver. 7am. Fir, Auger of 
Westminster saw several I'jhite lights in the sk 3 >-. Mr. Mehrdad 
Fhamidi saw a bright star-like object just before dawn over London. 
Contact member Trevor Reading spotted three unusual objects near 
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the moon, one of which was stationary. The other two sped 
past the stationary object, flashing as they did so, and slow¬ 
ing dovm, entered clouds fran which they did not reappear. 

On 29 th. iiobert Euiice of St. Leonards, near Hastings, sav; and 
photographed a bri^t red light at his home. At. 5.50 am. 
three P.C's reported an object seen over Lancing police stati'jn. 
Reports of an ora.ngcor gold coloured cigar shaped object came 
from Islington, Ealing and Muswell Hill. A silver cross with 
red tentacles v;as seen over Jersey. P.C.John rihitcombe and his 
family vjatched an intensely bright vjhite oval shaped object hover 
over Portsmouth Harbour. It was observed for several minutes 
then it moved away in the direction of the Isle of Wight, 

Other reports came fron Otley in Yorkshire and fran Bradford. 

Finallj'" on that day there was a landing on the Sussex Downs. 
At 6 . 45 Pa\il Quick, while pushing his motor-cycle which had 
broken dovm, through a thickly wooded private estate in West 
Sussex, saw vdiat looked like a rvigby ball on its side floating 
towards him. He said: "It was one and a half times the siic 
of a double decker* bus and it was quite silent. It was about 
250 ft. up". It paused in front of him and then disappeared 
behind some trees. He ran the rest of the way home vhere he 
and the rest of his family v;atched as the strange object came 
down on the crest of the Downs about two miles from the ho\ise. 
lirs. Quick said: "It looked like a yellow light much wider at 
one end and than, trailing off at the other end. There were 
occasional flashes of light frcm it". Mr. and I-irs. Quick left 
the house and went to a nearby field to get a better view of it. 
The yellow light changed to a deep red glow and then the 
object slithered over the Dov.ns and disappeared. They thai 
called the police. 

Monday 30th and a report fran Sandown ’where a cigar shaped 
object swept across the sky fran the East to the West and was 
seen by Mr. Reg Hyde. A Sussex farmer, 1%. Ivor Martin reported 
seeing a U.F.O near Lewes. A large v’hite object with two tails 
shot downwards across the sl<y tovjards the South ana disappeared, 
A bright cross-shaped object with a long vapour trail ms seen 
flying over Eienton heading tov/ards Aylesbury. From a train 
between Basingstoke and Andover stations Kiss M.C. Croucher

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DOUBTS - EiimS A1''!D CERTAINTY by John Henderson 

(scientific Journalist) 

UFO's are a world-wide phenomenon, and any analysis of people's 
attitudes to UFOs in any area appear to produce similarly consistent 
results. Some will believe in their existence, but will not have 
seen them and others will be certain of their existence having 
seen them. Such a diverse set of opinions ’warrants analysis and 
some reasons for their being such widely differing opinions are 
analysed here. 

V'ihat is the most important of all? Our ov;n mental attitude? 
yjliat is the object of the research? To find out, by observing, 
recording, relating, hypothesising, rejecting aiad researching if 
UFOs e:cist. If not, vdiat do people see, or think thqy see? (In 
other words can they be explained by what is often so badly 
termed "natural explanations") . If th^ indeed appear to be UFOs, 
it is necessary to find out all about them. Are they solid? How 
do they move? VJhere? From Miere? Do they land? Do people, or 
or does something else occupy them? If so, VJhat? Vvho Knows? 

And, if, v\hat, and i^dien, you do know anything, how is it poss¬ 
ible to tell an unsuspecting, unheeding, rejectionist world? 

It's easy really, but so often conjecture does come into it 
all. Particularly'’ in the religious approach. There is so much 
anti-religious feeling in the ’.world, that people are hardly 
likely' to . seriously consider reports reports and theories 
about something ’they'’ don't believe in having a significance, 
they'’ accept even less. 

What then? Kill not one, not two, but all the birds, viith 
one stone. 'We have moved into a harsh technologically-based 
society, the society of applied science with facts, tested and 
tried in vigorous conditions as the basis. To convince such a 
society'’, use the methods it uses itself to prove it wrong - 
or righ’b. Let -'’H observers - the wori.d over - leave nothing 
to chance. Investigate UFO phenomena untiringly and unceas¬ 
ingly, but always record all the facts. Environmental condit¬ 
ions, sky'’, etc., knovjn tracks of satellites etc. 

To quote somebody, but not accurately-’: "From drudgery comes 
scholarship," An ageless truism all too often forgotten. 
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After all, the scientific research of the world is based 
upon such lines. Record everything - make al.l the necessary 
observations, alx-jays . The odd results emerge by themselves - 
often forming patterns relatable to other details, otherwise 
overlooked. 

There is, of course, no harm in speculation, it’s gsod 
for the soul, clears the air, and still follows one of the 
requirements of a technologically-based society. Science 
works with hypotheses - derived, note, frcm considerations 
arising from assembled facts . 

So nov; we can get our priorities in order. 1. Facts. 

2. Co-ordinate the assembled facts. 3« Check facts. 4. Analyse 
recorded facts in relation to ^tablished aTcii anceptod £ac.t<i 
5. Conjecture - Carefiill Too much conjecture, in the wrong 
vein will undo all the good created by presentation of 
assembled facts. 

One more point - and one we must all watch. There is 
one case (and there must be thousands more) of a chap of 
school/university age, w^io has unwittingly been influenced 
by a well-knovfli ufologist to such an extent that he feels the 
physics and other sciences he is studying are worthless. He 
is thinking of giving them up. This would not only be 
disastrous for a scientifically-based society, which relies 
upon young people taking up the call of science and technology, 
but also disastrous fron the point of view of any persen, 
similarl3' distracted, fr jm making a living for thaaselves. 

Finally, a word on that term ’nattiral expLane.tion’ . 

Man is a curious animal, and each one unique. One person’s 
experience is very different fron anothers and it is only in 
similar circumstances that men collect similar experience. Man 
learns by experiences, collected in diverse waj^’s. Outside 
such ’huiTian experience' are those phenomena which are class¬ 
ified as 'unnatural', because they cannot be explained by 
experienced - 'natural' - and, therefore, analj'sed pbonomena. 

There is nothing m natural in the whole universe. It's just 
that there's an awful lot that hasn't been experienced yet.

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PSYCHOLOGY AND SPIRITUALITY

To one who was brought in the science of medicine, and was 
also a student sf psychology and psychiatry for many years, the 
idea of UFOs seemed at first to be in the realm of fantasy. 

That was the time when my mother in about 1947> had written to 
Adamski and had had a brief subsequent correspondence with him. 

She always fiimly believed in the reality of flying saucers then, 
and did so up to her death, Naw I have my former cautious 
scepticism shaken by the accumulation of much information on 
UFOs fr-oa all ovor the world. Their sittings seem now beyond 
the realms of chance, and. a pattern is growing. Our thoughts 
are now reaching out to the probabil.j,ty of inhabited planets and 
visitors fraa them. Such thoughts and feelings, linking with the 
vastness of even our ovm small planet existence are sxirely of the 
utmost importance to us here and should be studied from both the 
psychological and spiritual points of view. 

Nothing could be more salutary to our sense of scientific 
achievement and false pride, with all that it means in potential 
catastrophe as well as progress^ than to find that we were pigmies 
in knowledge of all kinds. There ishowever, much more than this 
to be thought about. How v;e regard such visitors is surely of 
very great importance, and we must look at oiirselves in the light 
of ovir possiblj'’ coming face to face with beings of far greater 
development than our own. Do ^we meet them as friends or invaders? 
It seems, unfortunately, that international authority is so far 
not likely'- to be belligerent, although on the alert. Many thous¬ 
ands of people today not only believe in space ships but, more 
importantly, are developing an awareness of the part we ought to 
play in meeting than adequately. In what is called the coming 
New Age it surely behoves aU. who believe in nmn's enlightenment 
through self-knowledge and progress towards spiritual realisation 
to be prepared in this v/ay now. If as many as possible are 
equipped to meet planetary’- man knowingly but humbly and in the 
attitude of love and service - bridging the gap, as it were - 
then the risk of such momentous folly as an interplanetary war 
could be avoided. 
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To reach some kird of jneaningful association we need 
to have a much clearer and deeper knowledge of ourselves, 
our desires and motivations, especially those belonging to 
our lower nature. "Man, Icnow thyself", is a Delphic injunc¬ 
tion. Wo' are moving away from religion as an organised 
institution which, up till now, has asked little more than 
belief and faith from its followers. Mary of us are now 
urgently seeking other answers for our >hy and how of living. 
Vie are searching for a meaning and in this quest mankind is 
really seeking his origins and destiny. Tliroughout history 
there has been a need to believe in a creation and a creator. 

Inevitably it seems we now have to turn towards a cosmic 
approach and to the concept of man's inborn spiritual link 
v.'ith his creator. To get to know this as a reality and to 
become aware in some way that we are in truth part of a 
cosmic plan and brotherhood is a wonderfiiL experience. It 
may come as an illumination or the inspiration of a moment 
of time, or gradually experienced as a deepening peace of 
mind and sense of purpose, making life both vivid and worth¬ 
while. 

Psychology has much to teach us about our body-brain- 
mind mechanism and how to understand this wonderful apparatus 
and to control it by the will, thus- giving us the tools which 
we can use in everyday life in applying oiur realisation of 
brotherhood. Man’s spiritual being is linked with his 
unconscious mind at its hi^er levels, a form of energy that 
not so many of us realise v;e possess. And yet if we can 
learn how to contact it a new and ever—unfolding v/orld can 
present itself. Jung has used the term the "collective 
vinconscious", meaning, it seems, that a structure of thought 
energy belongs to all mankind and is ready to be tapped if 
only we know how. "The stuff of the universe is mind stuff" 
said Sddington, the great physicist. This is an aspect of 
cosmic consciousness that has been growing not only as a 
mystical concept - one of age-long belief - but one which 
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has today come to have a different reality in terms of peoples 
from other parts of the creation with v\hom we could communicate. 
Unless we prepare ourselves now we may fail to meet a challenge 
and an opportunity which may take aeons of time to recur on 
this planet for we may sadly have to go down into the cauldron 
of our earliest evolution and begin all over again. Yes, the 
study of personal and spiritual synthesis is, in terms of 
today, more than ever an essential part of our evolutionary 
progress if we are to meet the immense possibilities in the 
years between now am the end of the present millenium.

If the question "Do you believe in U.F.O*s" vjere 
posed to the entire British adult population, then it 
would be my contention that a certain percentage wo\ald 
say NO, some vjould say YiS and others would require 
material proof before they would commit themselves one 
way or the other. 

If "Contact" was religion, then I would categorise 
myself as an agnostic. The fact that I have become a 
member is sturely significant in itself, but at this stage, 

I approach the viiole thing with a completely open-mind. 

VJith my present outlook toward this subject, joining the 
i'TOvement has been a logical step. 

Just briefly, to qualify my previous sentence, I must 
go back to late I960, v^hen I vjas serving on a destroyer in 
the British Far East Fleet. One particularly dark ni^t 
when we were crviising from Singapore to Hong Kong (not in 
company vjith other ships), I took over the Middle watch, 

2359 to OAOO hrs. The rating whom I relieved, reported 
araongst other things on the »\latch hand-over, that strange 
lights become visible regularly at 15 minute intervals, and 
travelled from Port to Starboard, passing directly over the 
Ship. I did in fact see these lights mj'self, just as my 
shipmate had said, but did not attach too much importance to 
them because: (A) Electrical storms were very comon in 
this particular area of the South China Sea. (B) At night, 
a Destroyer's masthead light had often been confused as that 
of an aircraft, (c) Radar showed negative contacts within 
twenty miles. (The possibility that an object moving at a 
great speed may not necessarily be picked up by radar had not 
then occurred to me.) 

Similar incidents occurred some eight or nine months later, 
near the Inland Sea of Japan and Okinawa respectively.... 
However, one element that could not be disregarded was the fact 
that an aircraft carrier vje were escorting was carrying out 
round the clock flying operations.

These incidents, coupled with my ovjn belief that it would 
be ridiculoijs for us here on Earth to think that we are so 
exquisite, that it should be us only who occupy a minute 
place in Eternity, have prompted me to become a member of 
"Contact". Not because I am an ardent believer, but because 
I knoTf] that Contact's theories are completely feasible, and 
anything that is feasible is worth full investigation.
